Dolores Smith’s Southwest Remembered: 
A Story of Urban Renewal , is a 50-minute 
film that looks at community values and 
change in a Washington, DC neighborhood 
that was "urban renewed" in the 1950’s. 
The film was aired on Channel 32 earlier 
this year, narrated by Channel Seven’s News 
Anchor, Renee Poussaint. 

Southwest was one of the first of hun¬ 
dreds of communities across the nation that 
was bulldozed. Thousands of people were 
displaced to make way for more modem 
facilities. The film uses the Washington, 
DC community as a microcosm to explore 
what happened to people and their communi¬ 
ties when urban renewal swept this country 
between the 1950’s and early 1970’s. 

One day, Smith decided that she wanted 
to do a film. "There were many people in 
the Washington area who did not know 
about the various quadrant-sections of DC, 
such as Northwest, Northeast, and South¬ 
west," said Smith. She wanted people to 
know something about a section of Washing¬ 
ton that stood out on its own and was a little 
different from the other sections of Washing¬ 
ton. She saw how easy it was for a commu¬ 
nity to change so quickly just as Southwest 
had changed. Eventually she realized during 
her research that the old Southwest had been 
completely wiped out. 

To recapture the old Southwest was her 
intention. However, the film ended up 
focusing on the Urban Renewal part of 
Southwest instead. "I tried to make the film 
a balanced one," stated Smith. The response 
she got from people who viewed the film 
was a very warm and positive one. She also 
stated that, "The community of Southwest 
was very anxious to have this story told 
because they felt very strongly about their 
community." 

The film took eight years to complete. 
This being her first film, and raising the 
money for it, were two reasons why comple¬ 
tion took such a long period of time. Pres¬ 
ently she is constructing a study guide about 
the film. She would like to see the film 
shown in schools because she believes it is 
a part of history.

Public housing is the subject for Smith’s 
next film, with the main focus on public 
housing in Southwest. Smith is also think¬ 
ing about doing a film on race relations, 
with the suggested main focus on Jewish and 
Black relations. She will take that sugges¬ 
tion into consideration.

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CHERRY BLOSSOM 
FESTIVAL 1991

When Spring arrives, Washington, DC, is. 
in its glory, as many people are apt to agree. 
And no surer a harbinger of this time is 
when the Cherry Blossoms burst upon the 
scene, and the activities surrounding the 
Cherry Blossom festival begin. This year, 
the festival occured between March 31 and 
April 7, 1991. 

Everything seemed to be absolutely per¬ 
fect this year. For the first time since about 
1988, the weather was magnificent and the 
stars of show, the Cherry Blossoms them¬ 
selves, held out in true form through most of 
the one week duration of the festival. 

Many events occurred during Cherry 
Blossom Festival Week. It was climaxed by 
the Cherry Blossom Parade, during which 
Hon. Mayor Sharon Pratt Dixon and a con¬ 
tingent of DC’s finest led a procession down 
Constitution Avenue, followed by a number 
of beautiful floats, one bearing the Cherry 
Blossom Queen and her court, all reviewed 
by a multitude of thousands. 

A stirring finale to the Festival Activities 
occurred on Sunday, April 7, with an appear¬ 
ance by ONDEKOZA, world famous demon 
drummers of Japan. They were presented by 
the Japan American Society of Washington, 
in conjunction with the National Cherry 
Blossom Festival Committee. The group 
performed a number of drum routines, dance 
segments and musical numbers, using a 
variety of instruments. The members of the 
troupe also happen to be marathon athletes, 
and are currently running around the perime¬ 
ter of the United States, doing shows at each 
city they visit. They conclude their tour in 
New York in 1993. The music has its roots 
in traditional drum routines, as well as in the 
Kabuki and Bunraku plays, but also expands 
its scope to other dimensions, inspired by the 
sounds of nature, such as wind, thunder, and 
ocean surf. It can be thought of as visual 
sound. 


Interested in a little Cherry trivia? 

1. The pink and white Japanese Cherry trees 
that line the Tidal Basin and surrounding 
areas were a gift from Tokyo, Japan, to the 
United States, circa 1912. Due to the efforts 
of then first lady Mrs. William Howard Taft, 
a number of trees were donated by Dr. 
Jokich Takamine of New York. Through his 

ministrations, thousands more were donated. 

2. The first Cherry Blossom Pageant, as it 
was then called, occurred in the Spring of 
1927. The first pageant with a beauty con¬ 
test and the crowning of the Cherry Blossom 
Queen occurred in 1934. 

3. When ground was broken for the founda¬ 
tion of the Jefferson Memorial in 1939, 
workers found nearly hysterical protesters 
chained to the Cherry trees around the site, 
as the memorial was thought to be aestheti¬ 
cally damaging to the area, as well as cutting 
out some of the most majestic views. Obvi¬ 
ously, this dispute was resolved, and the 
postcard industry has done very well with 
the resulting scene. 

4. There is one, particular old Cherry Blos¬ 
som tree around the Tidal Basin that is used 
by the Park Service to determine when the 
rest of the Blossoms will reach their peak. 
This one tree has been an accurate predictor 
over the years. It is always the first to 
blossom, and when this occurs, the rest of 
the blossoms are expected one week later! 
This tree seems to have always been quite 
reliable. 

It’s wonderful that Spring is finally here 
again!

EDITORIAL 


Dear Editor: 

As regularly as spring comes to Washing¬ 
ton, DC, someone agitates in favor of "State¬ 
hood for DC". It makes great political 
rhetoric. 

The forefathers of American government 
specifically wanted to create a Federal Dis¬ 
trict free of the pulling and tugging of a 
State government. If they wanted the Dis¬ 
trict to be like any other entity, they might 
have remained part of New York, Pennsyl¬ 
vania, Virginia or Maryland. History tells us 
they took the route of a separate Federal 
District. 

The notion of the District as another State 
forgets the burden of maintaining a complete 
State government. The frugal State of New 
Hampshire limits itself to about $1.5 billion 
a year. That’s about $15,000 per man, 
woman and child. The average State gov¬ 
ernment budget is about $10 billion. Mean¬ 
while, New Hampshire has a prosperous 
industrial and business tax base. The "State 
of New Columbia," as I see it, simply could 
not afford the administrative structure of a 
separate State: A State legislature. Legisla¬ 
tive services. New buildings. And on and 
on and on. This would be in addition to a 
local city government. The tax load would 
be enormous. A probable "Business Profits 
Tax" on lawyers and consultants and land¬ 
lords would be crushing. Business would 
automatically relocate to adjoining States as 
Massachusetts business relocated to New 
Hampshire. Present residents would become 
commuters and adopt residence elsewhere. 

The proponents of Statehood further 
believe the Federal government would be¬ 
come a fat tax plum. The present "in lieu 
of" basis would have to be vastly expanded. 
What would happen is that Federal depart¬ 
ments and jobs would be exported to West 
Virginia or the West. Perhaps to Missouri 
which is geographically central to the natio¬ 
n’s population. Perhaps to Denver, CO, 
already the number two employer of Federal 
people. Washington, DC would become 
merely the ceremonial capital. Jobs would 
disappear. 

According to media reporters and colum¬ 
nists, the District has been less than brilliant¬ 
ly managed. The murder rate persists. Drug 
sales continue. Roads are rough and full of 
potholes. The simple act of getting a car 
registration is impossible for wage earners 

with little time to spare. The result is that 
prospects for a State are not inspiring. 

Sponsorship of Statehood in Congress is 
hardly overwhelming. The pitiful sponsor¬ 
ship alone guarantees a "no" vote in Con¬ 
gress and a Presidential veto. 

Congressman Fish proposes national 
voting for District residents. This may solve 
one of the problems. 

Conclusion: Put Statehood on the back 
burner. Proponents of this bankrupt "New 
Columbia" may go down in history like 
Freddy St. Germain of the S&L affair.

A Crime Prevention Meeting was held at 
Harbour Square on Monday, April 8, 1991. 
About 150 persons came from the immediate 
area were there. The security committee 
sponsored the meeting. Clarence Jackson, 
director of security at Harbour Square, intro¬ 
duced Deputy Chief Gary Abrecht of the 
First District Police and Lt. Douglas Avery, 
Community and Youth Services Coordinator. 

Deputy Chief Abrecht addressed the 
group giving practical suggestions. He said 
1. do use common sense when going shop¬ 
ping - 

don’t carry large handbags, especially 
shoulder ones and do keep keys seperate 
from your wallet; 2. do be aware of your 
surroundings at all times; 3. do take care 
about going out at night; 4. always have a 
companion or two along with you; 5. do 
keep your windows and doors locked on 
homes and apartments and if you have a 
garage, make sure it is tightly closed; and 6. 
do lock your car doors and remember not to 
leave anything of value in sight. If you see 
anything suspicious, the First District’s tele¬ 
phone number is 727-4655. 

After talking about crime prevention in 
Southwest and stating statistics which 
showed that crime prevention is increasing, 
the Chief patiently fielded questions and 
suggestions from residents from many parts 
of SW. Members from Riverside, River 
Park, Channel Square, Tiber Island, Carrolls- 
burg Square, Capital Park Towers and James 
Creek attended. The next speaker was De¬ 
tective JC Stamp who continued to speak on 
the subject of S.W. and crime.

In addition, free pediatric 
care for the newborn is available for 12 
months after birth. 

Although D.C. requirements specify that 
free care is available only to those whose 
income is below $20,000 a year and reside 
in the District of Columbia, no one will be 
turned away . You are guaranteed an ap¬ 
pointment with a doctor within two weeks of 
your visit to a clinic. 

These services, which also include dental 
service, are also available to D.C. women 
who have Medicaid or third-party insurance, 
although arrangements must be made with 
these agencies.

Leon PEACE believes we 
should not give up our blocks and our alleys to 
developers who offer precious little in return. Leon 
PEACE believes in rent control and that affordable 
housing can be achieved when government and business 
work together. 

REVENUE 

Leon PEACE believes the federal government must 
pay its fair share and that Congress must increase the 
amount of the federal payment. Leon PEACE believes 
we should re-examine the commuter tax. 

QUALITY OF LIFE 

Leon PEACE believes our problems cannot resist the 
young ideas and new energy of a ward committed to 
unifying around their solution. A ward willing to reach 
out and include each of its members, irrespective of the 
color of their skin, their national origin, religion, physical 
handicap, sexual preference or economic status. 

Leon PEACE believes we as a ward must reach out 
to the Hispanic and Asian communities by offering more 
bilingual education opportunities. Leon PEACE believes 
we need more Spanish-speaking employees at the delivery 
level of city services. Leon PEACE believes we need 
more Asian and Hispanic policy makers. Leon PEACE 
believes we must reach out to the thousands of our 
citizens who feel they have no voice in their government.
